a'gent for the Government, for 
recognition of the patriotism of 
th a t com m unity by 
an Honor Flag.

Flag 
measures 
36x51 inches. 
It has a red bor­ 
der and a white center, and 
three vertical blue stripes. 
As 
an additional Honor emblem, a 
blue star, to be sewn into the 
white field of the Flag, will be 
awarded to communities every 
time they increase* their quotas 
by a hundred per cent.

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The recent heavy rain has been 
the most severe that we have had for 
several years, and it has been most 
especially bad on new terraces. 
A 
great many terraces have been wash­ 
ed away. 
This has been due to lour 
principal reasons. 
First, the 
soil 
was loose and absorbed moisture un­ 
til the entire terrace became thor­ 
oughly absorbed with water and was 
moved as any wet soil is moved. 
If 
tin1 soil could have had time to set­ 
tle this would not have 
occurred. 
Second, the very nature of some soil 
is to become saturated 
and 
move 
more readily than 
others. 
Third, 
the gophers work more persistently 
in the loose soil and as a consequence 
started the water through the ter­ 
races. 
Fourth, some were 
not 
as 
careful in building their terraces as 
they should 
have 
been. 
This 
is 
shown by terraces being lost on one 
farm while on an adjacent farm they 
had but few if any breaks. 
The first year is the critical period 
of .your terraces. 
The recent heavy 
rain has clearly shown 
the weak 
spots. 
Just as soon as the soil will 
permit, build hack the breaks just a 
little better than they were before. 
If you will notice your land, even 
with the breaks in the terraces, did 
not wash as did your neighbor who 
failed to terrace.

Remember t ti a t if you get 
your 
terraces built right and they have 
time to settle, your land is worth 
double what it was before they were 
built.
